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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The admenment filed June 10, 2001 has been received and entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 9, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by White (U.S. Patent No. 5,626,194). 

White teaches a method for controlling a wildfire comprising using ordnance 
(equipment) (1 28) to perform at least one of the firefighting tasks of a removing fuel to 
create a fire line and creating a back burn by flipping debris toward the fire (widen the 
fire line), thereby preventing the spread of the fire beyond the fire-break (col. 5, lines 13- 
22). White also teaches a system using a vehicle supporting ordnance e.g. a truck 
(1 1 0) to deliver the ordnance (1 28). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-4, 7-8, 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 1 0-1 3, 1 5, 1 6, 1 7-20, 21 , 23 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

5. Applicants arguments filed July 20, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant amended claim 1 as follow "a method for controlling a wildfire 
comprising either an explosive or non-explosive munition to perform at least one of the 
firefighting tasks of: removing fuel to create a fire line, creating a back burn, or mopping- 
up the wildfire". White (U.S. Patent No. '194) teaches a method for fighting fire using a 
vehicle of which is equipped with cutting elements and whips i.e. non-explosive 
munitions. The vehicle is advanced along the fire line with the cutting elements cutting 
and slashing the burning vegetation. Once cut, the burning vegetation is thrown aside 
by the severe-duty fire whips that rotate to throw the debris back towards the fire to 
create a fire line (abstract). 

Applicant's arguments have been addressed in the above paragraphs.
